"rpHE  world  has  need  of  willing  men,  who  wear  the  workers  seal, 
J-  come  help  the  good  work  move  along,  put  your  shoulder  to  the 
wheel." 

The  above  Latter-day  Saint  hymn  has  a  message  for  the  Priesthood 
of  the  Church  that  is  timeless.  The  words  of  this  song  should  stir  the 
hearts  of  noble  men  to  greater  efforts,  for  what  man  bearing  the 
Priesthood  of  God  can  long  remain  unmoved? 

The  Lord  has  a  great  need  for  willing  men,  now  that  the  NEW  ERA 
is  under  way.  You  are  His  labourers  that  He  has  sent  "to  prune  his 
vineyard  for  the  last  time".  On  you,  the  Priesthood  holders,  rests  the 
responsibility  of  leadership  in  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Since  the  whole 
Church  is  run  under  the  direction  of  the  Priesthood,  every  Priesthood 
holder  is  expected  to  be  busy  in  the  leadership  of  the  Church.

The  men  wear  "The  workers  seal"  are  those  who  are  unselfish  in 
their  devotion  to  the  work  that  has  been  given  them.  They  take  part  in 
Quorum  activities,  and  are  faithful  in  attendance  at  Priesthood  meet- 
ings; so  that  when  new  programs  are  planned  and  the  projects  of  the 
Church  are  worked  out,  they  can  be  a  living  part  of  them.  They  are 
faithful  servants,  and  as  such  they  will  receive  blessings  untold,  for 
the  "labourer  is  worthy  of  his  hire". 

The  New  Era  calls  for  the  best  that  is  in  each  and  everyone  of  us, 
it  is  the  "wheel"  we  are  expected  to  push.

THE  "NEW  ERA"  HAS  NEED  OF  WILLING  MEN! 
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CHURCH  NEWS  AROUND  THE  WORLD 

Over  5,000  Latter-day  Saints  Boy  Scouts  joined 
thousands  of  other  "scouts"  in  one  of  the  largest 
Boy  Scout  Jamborees  ever  held,  at  Colorado 
Spring,  Colorado,  U.S.A.  The  flags  of  dozens  of 
nations  waved  in  the  breeze,  while  under  the 
warm  Colorado  sunshine  the  "scouts "  engaged 
in  camping,  games  and  instruction. 

The  Church  was  represented  by  several  of  the 
General  Authorities  who  took  an  active  part  in 
the  programme.  Elder  Mark  E.  Petersen,  of 
the  Council  of  the  Twelve  spoke  at  the  Sunday 
Service  for  the  "Mormon"  Scouts".  Each  one  of 
the  boys  who  participated  in  the  Priesthood 
meetings,  and  who  held  the  Aaronic  Priesthood 
received  a  card  from  Elder  Petersen  as  a 
momento  of  the  event. 

NEW  GRAIN  ELEVATOR 

The  Desert  Mills  in  Kaysville  added  14  brand 
new  bins  each  75  feet  high,  to  their  grain  eleva- 
tors. The  grain  elevators  are  operated  by  the 
General  Welfare  Committee,  and  are  part  of 
the  welfare  plan  of  the  Church. 

The  huge  bins  were  erected  in  4  days  by 
donated  labour,  from  the  members  of  the 
Church.  The  work  was  done  around  the  clock  in 
8  hour  shifts,  by  crews  of  30  Priesthood  holders 
at  a  time.  In  all,  350  men  participated  in  the 
project. 

The    mills   ajacent    to    the    grainery    produce 
flour,  cereal  and  feed  to  help  in  supplying  food 
stuffs  for  the  welfare  needs  of  the  entire  Church. 
YOUTH    CONFERENCE 

The  British  Youth  Conference  held  last  month 
in  England  drew  over  2,000  young  men  and 
women  for  three  day  meeting.  Both  the  British 
Missions,  the  Manchester  Stake,  and  15  Districts 
took  part  in  the  convention. 

This  is  the  second  one  held,  and  it  proved  to 
be  a  great  inspiration  to  all  who  were  able  to 
attend.

Until  the  NEW  ERA  started 
Carletonville  was  like  dozens  of 
other  little  towns  that  dot  the 
"Rand",  with  one  exception;  the 
"Restored  Gospel"  had  never  been 
taught  in  its  streets.  It  was  to 
take  advantage  of  such  an  oppor- 
tunity that  two  "Mormon"  Elders 
came  to  Carletonville  and  dedi- 
cated it  for  the  preaching  of  the 
Gospel.  When  they  stepped  off  the 
train  Elder  Garcia  and  Elder 
Packard  had  little  more  than 
their  testimonies  and  the  spirit 
of  the  NEW  ERA  in  their  hearts. 
But  they  set  to  work  immediately, 
found  a  place  to  stay  and  started 
tracting.  They  were  soon  averaging 
8  to  10  cottage  meetings  a  day  and 
they  even  managed  to  introduce 
themselves  to  the  local  Rotary 
Club. 

It  wasn't  long  until  they  had 
made  such  a  favourable  impres- 
sion on  the  local  residents,  that  a 
missionary  from  another  Church 
took  them  to  meet  a  family  who 
had  expressed  an  interest  in  the 
Gospel.  This  family  soon  gratefully 
accepted  the  message  the  elders 
brought  and  they  gave  them 
introductions  to  several  of  their 
friends.  In  the  next  few  days, 
because  of  subsequent  referrals 
the  list  of  interested  people 
jumped  to  18.  The  time  was  now 
ripe,  the  elders  felt,  to  organise 
a  Sunday  School;  so  they  started 
looking  for  a  place  to  hold  it. 

One  of  their  new  investigators 
offered  the  use  of  his  front  room; 
so  arrangements  were  soon  made 
to  hold  the  first  service  there.  In 
attendance  at  the  service  were  27 
persons,  and  this  was  just  a  little 
a  month  after  the  elders  had 
arrived  in  town.  In  the  next  few 
days  16  of  the  new  investigators 
had  asked  for  baptism,  so  they 
arranged  a  baptismal  service. 

Now  less  than  three  months 
have  passed  and  there  is  a  branch 
in  Carletonville  with  a  growing 
membership,  an  MIA  program,  and 
plans  under  way  for  a  new 
chapel.

Much  has  been  said  in  the  last 
few  months  about  the  "New

These  are  a  few 
questions  all  members  of  the 
Church  should  understand,  because 
members  and  missionaries  alike  are 
directly  involved  in  this  work.  Not 
only  have  additional  responsibili- 
ties come  to  the  missionaries  but 
they  have  also  come  to  the  branch 
members.  To  understand  more  fully 
the  responsibilities  of  branch 
members,  let's  have  a  look  at  the 
"New  Era".

MY  TESTIMONY 


WHILE  I  was  being  prepared  for  baptism  into  the  Church,  I  was 
constantly  in  touch  with  our  Father  in  Heaven  by  prayer,  in 
which  I  asked  him  to  reveal  to  the  the  truthfulness  of  the  Church. 
During  one  of  my  lessons,  I  had  a  very  peculiar  feeling  as  if  an  unknown 
fever  had  hold  of  me,  was  burning  me  up,  I  felt  so  strange  and 
different,  that  I  had  to  interrupt  Elder  Taylor's  lesson  and  tell  him 
about  it.  He  looked  very  pleased  and  said  I  must  keep  that  burning 
within  my  heart.  Elder  Tate  told  me  that  I  was  very  near  my  God.  And 
I  too  felt  that  way  deep  inside  my  heart. 

But  inspite  of  the  convincing  power  of  that  feeling  that  came  over 
me,  I  kept  on  praying  for  guidance  and  enlightenment.  Suddenly  my 
Heavenly  Father  answered  my  prayers.  But  in  such  a  way  as  I  had 
never  even  conceived  of  before.  One  night  just  before  my  baptism,  I  had 
a  wonderful  dream,  but  I  was  not  able  to  fully  understand  it  at  the 
time.  Only  on  the  surface  was  I  able  to  grasp  part  of  its  significance. 
But  it  decided  me  then  and  there  that  the  teachings  of  the  Church 
was  true  and  that  this  was  the  true  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  And  so  my 
dear  Brothers  and  Sisters  I  was  baptised  and  became  a  "Mormon". 

But  a  short  time  ago  when  I  was  asked  to  write  a  few  words  on 
my  testimony  for  the  "Cumorah  Southern  Messenger"  I  could  not  for 
the  life  of  me  write  it  down,  no  matter  how  I  tried;  so  I  just  left  it  alone. 
I  was  very  puzzled  about  though  and  it  worried  me  a  great  deal. 

But  in  the  mean  time  I  was  busy  reading  the  Book  of  Mormon,  and 
was  just  half  way  through  when  I  came  to  Alma  32:36-40.  Here  to  my 
astonishment  I  read  something  very  much  like  the  dream  I  had,  had! 
Then  and  only  then  did  I  fully  understand  the  dream  and  what  my 
Father  in  Heaven  was  trying  to  convey  to  me.  When  it  was  clear  to  me 
and  I  understood  its  significance,  I  was  able  to  write  this  experience 
down.

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I  IMAGINE  that  most  everyone  who  reads  this  will  know  what  I  mean 
by  this  expression,  but  in  case  you  don't  it  means  this:  You've  found 
your  master.  And  that  is  what  has  happened  to  me.  About  five  months 
ago  on  a  Saturday  afternoon  I  was  working  on  my  car,  and  had  need  of 
some  assistance  so  I  started  to  go  and  ask  my  neighbour  to  help  me.  On 
the  way  out  the  gate  I  met  two  young  men,  who  stopped  me  and  asked 
for  a  few  minutes  of  my  time.  These  fellows  were  young  enough  to  be  my 
sons,  but  something  about  them  made  me  stop  what  I  was  doing  to 
listen  to  them.  They  introduced  themselves  as  missionaries  for  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  and  even  though  my  hands 
were  covered  with  grease  they  shook  hands  with  me. 

I  acknowledged  their  introduction;  but  told  them  as  they  could  see 
I  was  very  busy.  How  near  I  was  at  that  moment  to  missing  the  greatest 
thing  that  could  happen  to  mortal  men,  I  know  now  but  then  how  little 
I  understood  of  its  meaning  in  my  life!  The  two  missionaries  were 
considerate  and  understanding,  and  said  they  would  call  again,  but 
they  said  they  would  leave  one  of  their  books  for  me  to  read.  Yes,  you 
have  probably  guessed  they  left  me  a  copy  of  "THE  BOOK  OF  MOR- 
MON". Certainly  when  I  took  that  book  I  didn't  realize  that  I  had  in 
my  hands  the  key  to  a  whole  new  life. 

At  this  time  I  was  a  Roman  Catholic,  although  only  a  nominal  one. 
I  had  stopped  attending  my  Church  after  paying  a  visit  to  St.  Peters  in 
Rome.  Certain  things  which  I  saw  there  made  me  doubt  that  it  could 
be  the  true  Church.  But  don't  think  for  a  moment  that  I  was  an 
atheist  or  unbeliever,  for  I  still  know  that  my  Redeemer  lives,  but  at 
that  time  I  didn't  know  how  to  follow  him  through  the  teaching  of  a 
Church.

I  took  the  Book  of  Mormon  and  put  it  on  my  bedside  table,  intending 
to  read  it  when  I  found  the  time.

EVERYONE  is  talking  about  it!  The  General  Authorities  have  spoken 
of  it  enthusiastically  for  several  months.  Other  missions  describe  it 
in  glowing  terms.  Our  own  Mission  President  speaks  confidently  of  all 
it  will  do  for  us.  The  missionaries  sense  its  great  potential,  and  new 
members  and  converts  feel  the  effect  of  it  in  their  lives.  In  fact  just 
about  everyone  has  been  infected  to  some  degree.  What  is  it?  Its  a 
period  of  time  when  renewed  efforts  are  being  made  to  proselyte  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  and  when  the  Lord  is  pouring  his  spirit  out  upon 
the  earth  as  never  before.  It  is:  "THE  NEW  ERA"!  Its  effect  has  been 
miraculous,  and  because  it  has,  the  growth  of  the  Church  in  the  first 
few  months  of  this  year  is  without  precedent.  From  all  over  the  world 
come  reports  of  increased  baptisms  and  expanding  building 
programs.  The  work  of  the  Lord  has  taken  on  an  air  of  urgency  and 
the  Saints  everywhere  have  responded  to  the  call  of  the  First  Presidency 
to  incorporate  new  methods  and  put  forth  additional  efforts  in  order 
to  share  the  message  of  the  restoration  of  the  gospel. 

To  those  living  and  labouring  in  South  Africa  this  should  have  a 
special  meaning.  It  is  not  pleasant  to  acknowledge,  but  for  many  years 
this  mission  has  been  inferior  to  many  others  in  reference  to  convert 
baptisms  and  general  church  expansion.  Many  and  various  reasons  have 
been  brought  forth  as  possible  explanations  for  this  phenomenon,  but 
recent  findings  indicate  that  none  of  these  so  called  obstacles  are  at  all 
valid.  The  Gospel  message,  if  effectively  presented,  is  going  to  be  accepted 
as  quickly  here  as  anywhere  else  in  the  world.  The  "New  Era"  should 
mean  to  each  person,  now  a  member  of  the  Church,  an  opportunity  to 
pull  the  South  African  Mission  out  of  the  doldrums,  where  we  have 
been  labouring,  into  the  light.  And  with  everybody's  co-operation  we 
can  do  it! 

Dr  James  E.  Talmage,  late  member  of  the  council  of  the  twelve,  has 
given  us  an  experience  he  had  as  a  student.  He  had  a  fine  oil  burning 
lamp  for  study,  of  which  he  was  very  proud.  It  had  served  him  long 
and  well.  One  evening  at  dusk  a  man  with  a  satchel  approached  him, 
and  started  chatting  with  him.  It  was  quite  dark  when  the  caller 
remarked:  "You  are  a  student  and  doubtless  have  much  work  to  do  at 
night  ...  I  have  a  new  and  superior  kind  of  lamp  I  want  to  show  you." 
Dr.  Talmage  replied  with  confidence  that  he  already  had  a  lamp  that 
had  served  him  faithfully  and  well,  and  didn't  require  anything  better,

LORDS  SIDE? 

I'M  grateful  for  the  opportunity  I  have  to  give  a  few  thoughts  on  the 
importance  of  the  memberships  responsibility  in  the  NEW  ERA  of 
the  South  African  Mission.  This  subject  brings  to  my  mind  a  scripture 
which  I  feel  can't  be  stressed  enough: 

"For  thus  saith  the  Lord,  I  will  cut  my  work  short  in  rightious- 

ness".  (Doctrine  and  Covents  Section  52:11) 

We  are  living  at  this  time  now.  The  Lord  is  cutting  his  work  short 
in  rightiousness  through  the  NEW  ERA  plan  now  in  operation.  We  have 
no  need  to  turn  to  the  scriptures  to  show  that  the  coming  of  the  Son  of 
Man  is  near.  The  Holy  Ghost  bears  record  to  that  in  every  heart  even 
now.  And  so  with  the  NEW  ERA  we  must  prepare  for  this  event.  Let 
me  give  you  an  example: 

When  Moses  came  down  from  the  mount  he  found  the  people 
commiting  great  sins  before  the  golden  calf.  By  the  power  of  the  spirit  he 
uttered  these  words  "Who  is  on  the  Lord's  side — who?  Let  him  come  up 
hither."  This  question  can  still  be  asked  today.  Who  is  on  the  Lord's 
side?  With  this  question  on  our  minds  we  may  ask  ourselves  this:  Lord 
what  will  thou  have  me  do?  The  answer  is  simply  this:  Let  every  man  do 
his  duty  and  be  willing  to  serve  diligently  in  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

Let  us  relate  the  incident  of  Moses  a  little  closer  to  ourselves  and 
see  if  we  could  honestly  ask  the  Lord  to  show  us  the  way,  that  we  might 
walk  in  it.  This  should  be  the  desire  of  every  Latter-day  Saint  whether 
you  are  a  missionary  or  member.  There  is  never  a  time  in  our  lives  that 
we  can  say  that  we  have  done  enough.  Since  all  Church  members  like  to 
feel  they  are  on  the  Lord's  side;  they  should  be  willing  to  prove  it  by 
taking  an  active  part  in  the  NEW  ERA. 

We  have  a  three  fold  responsibility  in  the  NEW  ERA  to  our  God, 
ourselves  and  our  fellow  men,  which  we  are  in  debt  to  fulfill.  It  is 
rour  first  duty  to  purify  ourselves  and  our  lives.  When  we  ourselves  are 
rclean  then  we  can  have  the  Holy  Ghost  to  help  us.  Then  we  can  fulfill 
our  next  obligation  to  our  fellow  men  by  helping  our  friends  and  neigh- 
hours  to  learn  about  the  gospel.  We  can  do  this  by  our  lives  and 
examples.  And  finally  when  we  have  accomplished  these  aims  we  should 
ihelp  to  integrate  into  the  branches  all  the  lovely  members  the  NEW  ERA 
is  producing.

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We  must  examine  our  lives  every  day  and  improve  upon  our  talents. 
Then  ask  yourself  this  question.  Am  I  able  to  say  with  all  my  heart  that 
I  have  done  everything  I  am  able  to  do;  to  implant  a  testimony, in  the 
hearts  of  my  friends?  Do  I  by  my  every  action  show  the  truthfulness  of 
the  Gospel;  and  tell  others  about  my  testimony  of  Jesus  Christ?  We 
have  these  feelings  in  our  hearts  and  we  should  desire  to  give  these 
same  things  to  others;  so  that  they  may  have  a  testimony  of  them  as 
well.  The  friends  and  neighbours  that  you  have  are  just  as  precious  in 
the  sight  of  Our  Father  in  Heaven  as  youself!  And  once  you  catch  the 
grandeur  of  that  simple  statement  you  will  have  the  spirit  of  missionary 
labour — brotherly  love  and  kindness. 

To  bring  souls  into  the  Kingdom  of  God  is  a  glorious  undertaking 
and  everyone  should  be  doing  their  part.  The  missionaries  cannot  carry 
the  whole  burden  themselves,  we  must  assist  and  help  them  as  members 
of  the  branch.  Many  of  the  branch  members  are  going  to  be  called  on 
part  time  missions  and  they  will  have  the  opportunity  to  teach  their 
fellow  men.  You  should  be  willing  to  get  them  introduction  to  your 
friends  and  relatives  and  feferrals  to  those  you  know. 

Since  everyone  can't  do  that  then  you  should  join  one  of  the 
auxilaries  so  that  in  Sunday  School  and  M.I. A.  and  other  meetings  you 
can  teach  the  new  members  how  to  live  the  gospel.  Buy  extra  copies  of 
the  Book  of  Mormon  and  distribute  them  to  those  you  you  know. 
It  is  our  greatest  silent  missionary.  You  can  invite  your  friends  and 
relatives  to  our  meeting  and  sacred  services.  Let  them  feel  the  spirit  of 
the  gospel  by  mingling  with  the  Saints.  Your  testimony  is  your  shield, 
your  priceless  possession.  Share  it  with  other  and  let  them  feel  its  power. 

But  what  of  the  new  members?  What  are  you  doing  to  make  them 
feel  at  home?  Do  you  go  up  to  them  after  services  and  introduce  your- 
selves? Do  you  invite  them  into  your  homes?  Are  you  trying  with  all  your 
heart  to  make  every  new  member  that  comes  into  the  Church  feel  warm 
and  accepted?  If  you  are  not  then  you  are  falling  down  in  one  of  the 
most  important  parts  of  the  NEW  ERA.  Get  behind  these  new  brethern 
and  help  them  along,  in  the  gospel. 

We  have  received  so  many  blessings  from  the  Gospel  that  could  not 
even  be  numbered.

I  ONCE  was  asked  what  I  thought  about  trying  to  Branch  Teach  people 
who  are  not  interested  in  hearing  the  message,  and  who  many  times 
would  not  even  answer  the  door.  At  the  time,  I  was  of  the  opinion  it  was 
wasted  effort,  then  I  heard  the  following  story  and  it  changed  my 
thinking.

The  Stake  President  said  be  began  to  look  forward  to  his  visits  after 
a  while  and  didn't  feel  so  resentful  toward  the  Church,  but  he  still 
didn't  feel  inclined  toward  the  Church.  For  many  years  this  state  of 
affairs  continued  and  the  old  man  had  several  companions  come  and  go, 
but  he  still  persisted  in  his  calling.

And  this  is  only  the  beginning.  We're  looking  forward  to  greater  success. 

The  Sunday  School  has  a  very  special  place  in  the  New  Era.  It  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  Sunday  School  to  teach  new  members  and 
investigators  the  doctrines  that  the  missionary  just  doesn't  have  time 
to  teach. 

In  time  past,  the  new  members  had  a  good  knowledge  of  the 
principles  of  the  Gospel  upon  baptism,  because  the  missionary  had 
spent  much  time  in  teaching.

A 
new  member  has  scant  knowledge  compared  to  the  vastness  of  the 
Gospel.  The  Sunday  School  plays  the  most  important  part  in  teaching 
new  members. 

Each  branch  should  have  an  investigator's  class  where  those  who 
are  learning  about  the  Gospel  can  feel  on  equal  terms  with  each  other. 
Here  they  can  participate  and  learn  together.  New  members  should  be 
encouraged  to  express  themselves  by  giving  short  talks  and  bearing 
their  testimonies.  It  can  and  should  be  one  of  the  most  blessed 
opportunities  for  growth  and  development  possible.  If  the  members  are 
afforded  such  an  opportunity  of  this  kind  here,  then  they  will  be  able 
to  take  their  places  among  the  rest  of  the  Saints  much  more  easily  and 
smoothly. 

The  new  member  has  the  responsibility  to  graso  the  teachings  as 
quickly  as  possible  and  then  he  should  integrate  himself  into  the 
advanced  classes  with  the  other  members.  This  provides  more  space  for 
new  investigators. 

Every  Sunday  School  in  the  mission  should  radiate  enthusiasm  and 
love  for  the  Gospel.  Since  this  is  the  Gospel  of  love,  every  newcomer  to 
meetings  should  be  made  to  feel  that  he  is  accepted  and  wanted.  If  a 
missionary  creates  within  an  investigator,  the  desire  to  attend  our 
services,  this  investigator  is  certainly  a  candidate  for  membership. 

Sunday  is  a  very  special  day!  It's  a  special  day  because  it  is  the 
day  the  Lord  has  set  aside  to  worship  Him.  If  we  worship  with  the 
proper  attitude,  no  one  could  help  but  feel  the  Spirit  of  God  in  our 
midst.  Resolve  to  do  your  part  in  this  New  Era.  Remember  no  matter 
how  small  the  deed,  you  do,  its  precious  in  the  eyes  of  our  heavenly 
Father.  Great  things  come  from  small  deeds.

When  this  fails  to  be  the  purpose,  then  there 
fails  to  be  a  purpose  for  Relief  Society.

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"BY    THEIR   FRUITS" 

FOR  close  on  to  ninety  years  the  M.I.A.  has  worked  hard  on  the 
over-all  aims  of  testimony  building.  We  have  endeavoured  to 
strengthen  and  inspire  leaders  to,  in  turn,  strengthen  and  inspire  the 
youth  of  the  Church.  I  we  cast  our  minds  back  to  the  memorable 
testimony  Meeting  of  the  recent  Leadership  Convention,  then  we  can 
rejoice  in  a  fair  measure  of  success,  for  testimonies  HAVE  been  gained 
and  testimonies  HAVE  been  strengthened. 

But  the  value  of  testimonies  lies  in  their  fruits.  Therefore,  if  we  have 
a  firm  faith  in  the  restored  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  we  should  be  able  to 
live  by  its  basic  principles.  If  we  have  this  testimony  we  will  love  the 
Lord  with  all  our  might — and  thus  will  want  to  serve  Him  and  obey  His 
commandments.  We  will  love  our  neighbour  as  ourselves.  And  in  loving 
ourselves,  we  will  want  to  do  our  best  just  as  we  want  everyone  we  love, 
to  measure  up  to  his  best  possibilities.  On  this  assumption,  loving  others 
as  ourselves  has  a  wealth  of  meaning.  If  we  love  others  and  are  working 
for  their  success,  how  can  we  do  less  than  rejoice  in  than  success?  If  we 
desire  and  work  for  their  happiness  and  comfort,  how  can  we  fail  to 
safeguard  their  happiness  and  comfort  or  protect  their  bodies  and  spirits 
from  accidents  and  injury? 

It  seems  to  us  that  testimonies,  whether  of  leaders  or  youth  them- 
selves should  result  in  some  very  essential  and  everyday  virtues.  They 
should  result  in  a  new  respect  for  the  Ten  Commandments,  in  a  more 
enlightened  reguard  for  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount.  They  should  result 
in  more  complete  honesty,  truthfulness,  less  gossip  and  loose  talking.

Business  is 
competitive.  Social  and  professional  status,  in  a  sense  are  conpetitive.  We 
a1!  live  and  play  to  win.  Out  of  this  comoetition  come  high  standards 
of  excellence,  greater  interest  and  enthusiasm,  harder  work  and 
determination,  but  competition  also  presents  problems.  And  lest  it 
become  a  savage  and  ungodly  occupation  the  principle  of  good  sports- 
manship (built  on  love  of  our  neighbour)  must  apply.  Whether  we  are 
concerned  with  the  International  Olympics,  the  Inter-Provincial  Basket- 
ball Tournament,  a  Branch  three-act  play,  or  anything  else,  we 
firmly  salute  the  man  or  woman,  boy  or  girl  who,  have  given  his 
best  loses,  and  thereupon  heartily  congratulate  the  winner — and  means 
it!  He  has  humbly  and  in  a  certain  sense  happily,  conceded  that  another 
may  be  better  than  he — at  least  that  for  the  moment  he  has  performed 
better.  He  has  humbly  acknowledged  that  judges  and  referees  are  not 
prejudiced  and  ignorant,  but  honest  and  hard  working  (even  if  some 
times  mistaken) ! 

None  of  us  has  to  work  at  enjoyment  of  winning,  but  many  of  us 
have  to  work  at  enjoyment  of  the  fine  performance  of  others  when  they 
triumph  over  us.  Such  enjoyment  is,  or  should  be  borne  of  t°-;t:mony  and 
carries  its  own  reward  of  growth  and  self  respect.  He  who  wins  the 
sportsmanship  award — whether  an  actual  trophy  or  the  real  admiration 
of  his  associates,  deserves  it  to  the  full.  All  honours  and  glory  to  him 
here  and  hereafter,  because  good  sportsmanship  is  an  essential  virtue 
that  puts  games  and  sports  and  many  other  things  where  they  belong 
in  the  pattern  of  life.

This  conversation  resulted  in  a  comparison  of  the  two  lamps  and  as 
the  older  one  was  lit  the  lamp  seller  was  very  liberal  in  his  praise.  It 
was,  he  stated,  the  finest  lamp  of  its  kind — in  fact  the  best  he  had  seen. 
Upon  lighting  his  new  lamp  however,  it  was  easy  to  see  that  it  was 
much  the  brighter  and  far  more  desirable.  In  one  moment  of  convincing 
demonstration  the  inadequacy  of  the  older  lamp  became  evident. 

What  can  we  learn  from  this  little  story?  Simply  this — we  haven't 
known  the  dim  obscurity  in  which  we  have  been  labouring  until  the  last 
two  month's  convincing  demonstration.  By  applying  a  new  and  positive 
attitude  in  our  work  we  have  seen  results  that  before  were  unheard  of 
in  this  mission.  However,  if  we  are  to  draw  an  accurate  comparison 
between  the  story  of  the  lamps  and  our  own  situation  we  should  say 
that  the  old  era  was  a  wonderful  one — the  finest  of  its  type.  It  produced 
some  marvelous  members  of  the  Church — strong,  hard  working  devoted 
converts.  It  functioned  well,  but  it  is  evident,  even  in  these  early  stages, 
that  the  old  will  pass  and  grow  dim  in  the  light  of  the  new. 

The  word  "new"  is  a  marvelous  word.  It  has  several  connotations 
too.  To  some  it  means  renovation,  work  and  effort — something  to  be 
dreaded.  New,  to  these  people,  connotes  the  same  thing  as  does  the  light 
that  burns  the  eyes  of  a  man  who  suddenly  receives  his  sight  after  many 
years  of  being  blind.  For  a  time  both  will  find  the  adjustment  difficult. 
To  others,  however,  new  connotes  freshness  and  exhilaration — an 
awakening!  To  them,  new  is  something  everything  becomes  with  the 
rising  of  the  sun.  These  are  the  people  who  will  give  our  "New  Era"  its 
initial  push. 

So  Someone  has  truthfully  said  that  you  cannot  push  something 
that  is  going  faster  than  yourself.  Let's  be  one  of  those  who  catch  the 
enthusiasm  to  help  establish  the  "New  Era"  in  South  Africa.

answered  and  said,  /  believe  that 
Jesus  Christ  is  the  Son  of  God. 
And  he  commanded  the  chariot  to 
stand  still:  and  they  went  down 
into  the  water,  both  Phillip  and 
the  eunuch;  and  he  baptized  him. 
(Acts  8: 35-38. > 

This  is  a  real  "New  Era"  type 
conversion.  Phillip  didn't  teach  the 
servant  all  about  the  gospel.  That 
wasn't  necessary.  He  simply  helped 
him  gain  a  testimony  that  Jesus 
is  the  Christ  and  that  repentance 
and  baptism  by  the  Priesthood  are 
essential  requirements  for  salva- 
tion. Then  he  was  baptized.  It  was 
a  short  and  simple,  spiritual  con- 
version. This  is  what  the 
missionaries  are  doing  today  in  the 
"New  Era";  converting  people  with 
the  emphasis  on  spiritual  methods 
of  bearing  testimony  and  having 
the  investigators  pray  about  the 
message  rather  than  the  intellec- 
tual way  of  proving  the  gospel 
true  by  using  a  convincing  array  of 
logic  and  reason  and  an  over- 
whelming number  of  scriptures. 
The  only  way  anyone  can  know 
spiritual  truths  is  through  the 
Spirit  of  God  as  Paul  taught: 

"For  what  man  knoweth  the 
things  of  a  man,  save  the  spirit  of 
man  which  is  in  him?

Today  it  seems  almost  anyone 
can  prove  almost  anything,  osten- 
sibly at  least,  by  going  to  the 
scriptures.  Every  Church  or  sect 
interprets  the  scriptures  to 
support  their  own  particular 
beliefs  with  nothing  but  mass 
confusion   resulting. 

When  the  Elders  first  enter  into 
a  home  they  don't  enter  in  and 
debate  about  the  scriptures.  They 
go  into  a  home  and  explain  and 
bear  fervent  testimony  to  four 
points:  (1)  That  Jesus  Christ 
is  the  actual  and  literal  Son  of 
God,  (2)  Joseph  Smith  is  a  prophet 
of  God,  (3)  the  gospel  of  Jesus 
has  been  restored  and  the  heavens 
are  opened,  and  (4)  Our  Father 
in  Heaven  will  answer  prayers 
about  his  truths.  This  approach  is 
designed  to  appeal  to  the  spirits  of 
the    lost   sheep    of    the    House    of 


Israel.  The  honest  in  heart  will 
be  touched  by  these  testimonies 
and  recognize  and  respond  to  our 
message.  The  Holy  Ghost  will 
testify  the  truth  to  them.  People 
can  refute  and  argue  about  the 
interpretation  of  particular  scrip- 
tures, but  who  can  refute  the 
fervent  testimony  of  a  young 
missionary  that  knows  with  his 
whole  being  that  Jesus  is  the 
Christ  and  that  Joseph  Smith  is  an 
actual  Prophet  of  God  and  that 
the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  has  been 
restored    in    this    dispensation? 

After  entering  a  home,  testifying 
to  them,  and  arranging  an 
appointment  to  call  back  and  meet 
the  whole  family,  the  Elders  call 
back  as  often  as  possible,  and  take 
the  family  through  a  series  of 
seven  lessons  outlining  the  main 
principles  of  the  gospel  and 
emphasizing  two  words:  repentance 
and  priesthood.  Our  message  is 
that  simple.  Everything  that  does 
not  drive  directly  towards  convert 
baptisms  has  been  eliminated. 

The  people  that  are  coming  into 
the  Church  are  therefore  not  great 
gospel  scholars.  They  don't  know 
all  the  doctrines  of  the  Church 
but  the  important  thing  they  do 
know,  that  outweighs  all  else,  is 
that  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  is  the  true 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  here  upon 
the  earth  and  that  they  have 
repented  of  their  sins  and  have 
been  baptized  for  the  remission  of 
sins  by  someone  holding  the  actual 
Priesthood  of  God.  This  is  the 
type  of  person  that  is  coming  into 
the  Church  during  the  "New  Era". 

What  then  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  members  with  regards  to 
these  new  members?  When  an  in- 
vestigator is  baptized  he  is  no 
longer  a  missionary  responsibility. 
The  missionaries  fulfil  their  assign- 
ment by  bringing  people  into  the 
Church.  Now  they  are  no  longer 
investigators  but  members  and  as 
such  fall  under  branch  jurisdiction. 
The  branch's  responsibility  then 
is  to  keep  the  new  members  in  the 
Church  and  give  them  every 
assistance  possible  in  adjusting  to 
the  "Mormon"  way  of  life.  One 
(Continued  on  next  page) 
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and  has  seen  "Mormonism"  in 
action.  We  have  been  told  to  let 
our  light  so  shine  that  men  would 
see  our  good  works  and  glorify  our 
Father  in  Heaven.  Here,  by 
"Sharing  the  Gospel,"  we  can 
put  your  good  example  to  a  prac- 
tical use.  The  example  you  have 
been  setting  can  be  a  great  asset 
in  bringing  new  members  into  the 
Church  when  you  fill  out  a 
referral  blank  and  give  it  to  the 
missionaries. 

Most  members  are  wondering 
who  they  should  refer  to  the 
missionaries.  Here  is  a  list 
enumerating  the  type  of  people  for 
which  we  are  looking: 

1.  People  who  have  asked  ques- 
tions about  the  Church. 

2.  Those  who  have  expressed 
respect  for  the  Church  or  one 
of  its  programs. 

3.  Someone  who  is  reading,  or 
has  read  Church  literature. 

4.  Individuals  or  families  who 
are  in  the  process  of  choosing 
a  Church — particularly  people 
who  have  recently  moved  into 
the  area  or  newly  married 
couples. 

5.  People  who  have  visited,  par- 
ticularly recently,  a  meeting 
either  of  the  branch  or  an 
auxiliary,  or  who  have  recent- 
ly   visited    Salt   Lake    City  or 

some   other  Temple  site. 

6.  Someone  who  simply  lives  a 
"Mormon"  life,  by  living  the 
word  of  Wisdom,  etc. 

If  you  know  of  anyone  filling  any 
of  these  requirements,  here  is  the 
way  you  can  help.  Just  fill  out  a 
referral  blank.  Bringing  members 
into  the  Church  is  a  joint  effort 
for  missionaries  and  members 
alike.  President  David  O.  McKay 
said  recently:  "Every  member  of 
the  Church  should  bring  one  or 
more  converts  into  the  Church 
each  year."  By  taking  part  in  the 
"Share  the  Gospel"  program  you 
are  actively  following  President 
McKay's  advice.  This  is  the  way  to 
truly  manifest  your  love  for  your 
fellow-men.  Bringing  them  to  a 
knowledge  of  the  gospel  will  bring 
great  happiness  and  joy  into  their 
lives,  not  only  for  this  life  but  also 
in  the  life  to  come. 

"And  if  it  so  be  that  you  should

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vital  need  of  new  members  is  a 
need  for  friends.  Not  just  people  to 
come  and  shake  hands  with  them, 
but  friends  to  take  the  place  of  the 
associates  they  lost  by  joining  the 
unpopular  "Mormon,"  Church. 
They  also  need  friends  to  fill  the 
void  that  is  left  when  the 
missionaries  stop  meeting  with 
them.  They  need  friends  to  call 
around  and  meet  them  socially  in 
their  homes  and  to  invite  them 
to  church  socials,   etc. 

In  the  British  Mission  they  have 
an  integration  program  titled: 
"Integration  or  Disintegration." 
This  title  is  a  real  truism.  If  the 
new  member  are  not  integrated 
and  made  to  feel  welcome  in  the 
branch,  they  will  surely  disinte- 
grate and  fall  away  from  the 
Church.  This  program  outlines 
three  steps  for  successful  inte- 
gration of  new  members  into  the 
branches : 

1.  Every     member     makes    each 
new    member    feel    welcome. 

2.  A  personal  welcome  is  ex- 
tended to  each  convert  by  the 
branch  president,  the  heads  of 
all  auxiliaries  and  priesthood 
leaders  with  a  special  invita- 
tion out  to  meetings. 

3.  A  special  appointment  is  made 
of  couples  who  are  advisors  to 
act  as  a  personal  integration 
committee      and      who      are 

assigned    to    specific    converts 

to  work  with  them  until  they 

are    fully   fellow-shipped    into 

the  Church. 

This  is  a  program  all   members 

in    all    branches    in    the    mission 

would   do   well   to   follow.   This   is 

one    important   way    all    members 

can  take  an  active  part  and  help 

in    the    "New  Era."   Keeping   new 

members  in  the  Church  is  just  as 

important  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord 

as  bringing  them  into  the  Church 

in  the  first  place.  "Remember  the 

worth  of  souls  is  great  in  the  sight 

of  God." 

Another  way  members  can  be  a 
big  help  in  the  missionary  service 
is  through  the  "Sharing  the 
Gospel"  (referral)  program.  Refer- 
rals are  invaluable.  "A  referral  is 
a  pearl."  How  much  easier  it  is  to 
enter  into  a  home  and  teach  the 
gospel  to  someone  who  already 
knows  something  about  the  Church 
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labour  all  your  days  in  crying 
repentance  unto  this  people,  and 
bring,  save  it  be  one  soul  unto  me, 
how  great  shall  be  your  joy  with 
him  in  the  kingdom  of  my  Father! 
"And  now,  if  you  joy  will  be 
great  with  one  soul  that  you  have 
brought  unto  me  into  the  kingdom 
of  my  Father,  how  great  will  be 
your  joy  if  you  should  bring  many 
souls  unto  me!"  (D.&C.  18:15-16.) 
What  a  blessing  it  is  to  live  in 
this  dispensation  when  the  gospel 
is  here  in  its  fullness  and  when 
the  "field  is  white  already  to  har- 
vest." Our  responsibility  in  this 
dispensation  is  aptly  summed  up  by 
an  Apostle,  the  late  John  A. 
Widsoe: 

"Those  who  receive  the  message 
of  the  gospel  are  obligated  not 
only  by  divine  command  to  warn 
every  man  his  neighbour,  but  also 
by  that  ageless  agreement  made 
before  this  world  was  organized, 
that  those  who  were  privileged  to 
seek  and  find  the  gospel  during 
their  earthly  career  would  do  all  in 
their  power  to  bring  it  to  the 
attention  of  others." 

Yes,  the  "New  Era"  is  here!  And 
at  the  moment  the  missionaries 
and  members  of  South  Africa  are 
laying  the  foundation  of  the 
greatest  proselyting  program  ever 
launched  in  South  Africa.  All 
around  us  the  NEW  ERA  has 
sprung  to  life!  The  Lord  has 
poured  out  his  spirit  on  the  people 
of  this  land  without  stint,  and  the 
members  of  this  Church  must 
plunge  into  the  work  of  the  NEW 
ERA  with  all  their  hearts.

Not  if  we  are  going  to  stand  blame- 
less at  the  last  day!  My  brothers 
and  sisters  let  us  thrust  in  our 
cycles  with  our  might,  and  work 
while  the  day  lasts,  for  the  night

1.  To  what  am  I  giving  first  claim  on  my  time? 

2.  Am  I  putting  first  things  first? 

3.  Could  I  curtail  the  time  I  spend  foolishly  and  invest  it  more 
wisely?  Below  you  will  find  the  answers  to  this  last  question. 

4.  To  what  ends  can  I  profitably  devote  the  time  at  my  disposal? 
Take  time  to  LIVE;  that  is  what  time  is  for  ...  to  live  and  have  joy. 

Do  not  put  off  living  TODAY,  because  this  is  the  only  time  we  have.  The 
dead  yesterdays  can  never  be  recalled  to  reality  or  be  relived,  and  the 
unborn  tomorrows  lie  veiled  in  the  impenetrable  mist  of  uncertainty. 
"Today  is  yesterday's  tomorrow.  Do  not  sulk — If  only  I  had  done  this! 
Neither  speculate — When  I  grow  up  .  .  .  when  I  get  a  job  .  .  .  when  I 
retire  I  will  do  this  or  that,  because  it  is  not  impossible  that  TIME  might 
find  you  reviewing  a  bleak  and  uneventful  past  and  nursing  a  suspicion 
that  in  some  way  you  have  been  cheated !  Therefore  take  as  your  motto : 
"MY  PART  IS  TO  IMPROVE  THE  PRESENT  MOMENT." 

Take  time  to  work — it  is  the  price  of  success.  A  task,  however  small, 
well  done,  brings  infinitely  more  joy  and  benefit  than  a  lifetime  of 
sensual  so-called  recreation.

Were  not  attained  by  sudden  flight; 

But  they,  while  their  companions  slept, 

Were  toiling  upward  in  the  night." 

Take  time  to  THINK — it  is  the  source  of  power  and  the  factor  that 
elevates  the  human  being  above  the  animal.  To  stimulate  thinking,  take 
time  to  study  and  to  gain  knowledge. 

Take  time  to  PRAY  ...  it  is  association  with  the  greatest  Power  in 
the  Universe  ...  a  personal  and  intimate  conversation  with  the  living 
God,  our  Heavenly  Father.  It  is  the  supreme  gift,  an  enriching  experience 
which  tunes  us  in  and  brings  our  desires  and  attitudes  in  harmony  with 
the  constructive  forces  and  glorious  intentions  of  the  great  Architect  of 
the  Universe. 

Yes,  take  time  to  pray,  because  it  frees  our  souls  from  enmities  and 
grudges,  and  thus  brings  us  closer  to  the  supreme  goal  of  inner  peace 
and  happiness.  As  we  take  time  to  pray,  it  stops  being  an  appeal  for 
personal  favours  or  a  request  to  be  pulled  out  of  troubles.  It  becomes  a 
conditioning  in  advance  to  courageously  meet  all  and  conquer  all. 

Take  time  to  STEP  ASIDE  and  contemplate,  to  have  your  moments 
of  silence  and  solitude  and  consider:  Wherein  have  I  erred?

To  what  exalted  heights 
can  this  not  go  in  the  intimate  family  circle!  ...  a  man  with  his  wife 
and  children!

then  hand  them  in  to  the 
missionaries.  There  is  no  better 
feeling  in  all  the  world,  than  to 
know  you  have  been  instrumental 
in  bringing  someone  into  the 
Kingdom  of  God.
